song won an Oscar for Best Song that 
year. Manulis’ second film, DEAR HEART, 
by Pulitzer Prizewinning playwright, Tad 
Mosel, starring Glenn Ford and Geraldine 
Page, also received critical acclaim and 
an Oscar nomination for Best Song. 

When Manulis formed his own production 
company, Martin Manulis Productions, Ltd., 
he produced two films for Columbia Pic- 
tures: Murray Schisgal’s international hit 
stage comedy, LUV, starring Jack Lemmon, 
Elaine May, and Peter Falk, and DUFFY, 
an original screenplay starring James Co- 
burn. 

Manulis had originally planned formation 
of his own film production company in 
1958, but he was persuaded by Spyros 
Skouras, then President of 20th Century- 
Fox Studios, to launch that studios’ first 
television organization, and he became 
Executive Head of Production of 20th Cen- 
tury-Fox Television, Inc. 


In less than a year of operation, his 
productions were sold to all three net- 
works, a feat that no other major studio 
television production had yet accomplished. 
These sales included James A. Michener’s 
ADVENTURES IN PARADISE, 5 FINGERS, 
and Max Shulman’s DOBIE GILLIS. : 

However, since he was eager to enter 
motion picture production, he requested 
to be relieved of his television duties to 
become a film producer at the studio. 
While in that position, he prepared a 
number of properties, notably DAYS OF 
WINE AND ROSES.

dication to the theatrical arts. This, how= 
ever, was not the case. He was majoring 
in journalism at Columbia College in New 
York City in 1934 when, as a reporter 
on the school paper he was assigned to 
cover a rehearsal of a student production 
of THE BEAUX STRATAGEM . The leading 
man fell ill, the director was frantic, the 
college paper lost a good reporter, and 
young Manulis became an actor. 

Upon graduation from Columbia College, 
he joined the straw hat circuit as an actor. 
Eventually, he won his first production 
assignment as director of the John Drew 
Theatre in Easthampton, Long Island. 

His skill developed rapidly in off-Broad- 
way theatre, and producer John C, Wilson 
called him to New York to become his 
head of production. However, World War 
II interrupted his theatrical career. After 
a four-year tour of duty (1942-1945) as a 
U.S. Navy officer, mainly in Europe, Mar- 
tin returned to the theatre. 

As producer-director of the Westport 
Country Playhouse in Westport, Connec- 
ticut from 1946 to 1950 for the Theatre 
Guild, he produced and directed both new 
and established stage properties with such 
stars as Teresa Wright, Claudette Colbert, 
Robert Stack, Eve Arden, and Cornel Wilde. 

In 1952 he joined CBS Television in New 
York as a producer and produced such 
outstanding programs as THE BEST OF 
BROADWAY, SUSPENSE, andSTUDIO ONE, 

He was prepared for assembling and 
guiding such quality productions with top 
stars from the on and off-Broadway plays 
that he directed and produced for such 
artists as Tallulah Bankhead in Noel Co-

ward’s PRIVATE LIVES and Helen Hayes, 
Shirley Booth, the late Gertrude Lawrence, 
Clifton Webb, Cyril Ritchard, Lillian Gish, 
Sarah Churchill, and Jackie Gleason in 
such plays as THE PHILADELPHIA STORY, 
PRESENT LAUGHTER, LAURA, KISS ME 
KATE, and HARVEY. 

The CLIMAX shows, which he produced 
for CBS-TV from March, 1955, to April, 
1956, received six Emmy Nominations for 
1955, In that year, he also received the 
Look Magazine Television Award for the 
year’s Best Dramatic Show of the Year; 
the Christopher Award for his production 
of DEAL A BLOW on August 26, 1955, 
and the TV-Radio Lite Distinguished A- 
chievement Award for the Best Television 
Dramatic Series. 

In 1956 Manulis was made producer of 
the now famous Playhouse 90 series. These 
programs made history in television, not 
only because of their high quality and their 
introduction of new and hitherto unused 
talent, but also because dramatic programs 
for the first time were allowed as much 
as 90 minutes on the air. His presenta- 
tions received 12 Emmy Nominations and 
11 Emmy Awards for 1956 and 1957. 

Among these awards was an Emmy for 
THE COMEDIAN, and one for REQUIEM 
FOR A HEAVYWEIGHT.
